Hog Spotlight

The case of 
the half-price hogs. 


It could happen. The hogs look like money in the bank . . . doing 
well, apparently healthy. Then you load them out for market, and 
at the stockyards, two or three struggle down the chute with a broken 
leg.

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PLANTING FOR 
HEAVIER STANDS 


Most farmers are too conserva- 
tive in deciding how thick to plant 
their corn.

VV HATEVER your line of 
farming, the Administra- 
tion’s omnibus farm bill — an 
even 70 pages of farm law 
changes—applies. 

The bill sets up a whole new 
set of rules for farm programs. 
It gives approval to far more 
drastic measures than ever be- 
fore to control production and 
support prices. 


Key provision of the bill 
authorizes the Secretary of 
Agriculture, subject to ap- 
proval by Congress and 
growers, to proclaim mar- 
keting quotas and orders for 
any farm commodity for 
which it is “deemed neces- 
sary.” 


Equally significant, the bill 
drastically revises the proce- 
dures for establishing farm pro- 
grams. Here’s how a marketing 
quota program would work 

STEP ONE. Secretary of Agri- 
culture, or farmers themselves, 
decide that a new program is 
needed for a particular com- 
modity. The commodity could be 
a crop, type of livestock, or live- 
stock product. 

STEP TWO. The Secretary of 
agriculture works with a so- 
called commodity advisory com- 
mittee (more about these later) 
to draft a marketing quota or 
order program. 


STEP THREE. The program 
goes to Congress for review and 
“sanction.” 

STEP FOUR. If approved by 
Congress, growers vote on it in 
referendum. If two-thirds ap- 
prove, it becomes compulsory. 
If more than one-third disap- 
prove, price supports for those 
growers who comply with their 
quota will be 50 percent of 
parity. No price support for non- 
compliers.

Wwitt the bill pass? Our 
soundings on Capitol Hill 
indicate probably yes — with 
some modifications.

Then why bother to have com- 
mittees? One guess is that USDA 
intends to advertise. the com- 
mittees as the “voice of farm- 
ers” ... largely to offset some- 
what similar claims by “the na- 
tion’s largest farm organiza- 
tion!”

VW HEAT is first priority if the 

omnibus bill passes in time 
to enact a new program for the 
1962 crop.

Only secret is the details them- 
selves. A good guess, however, 
is a variation of the two-price, 
certificate plan proposed a year 
ago by National Wheat Growers 
Association.

BET KEPT SECRET in Wash- 

ington is how Commodity 
Credit Corporation intends to 
manipulate the price of corn. 
Low prices the last 2 months 
have resulted mainly for CCC 
sales of “out of condition” corn 
in more than double the 
amounts of a year earlier. 

Purpose of the big sales is 
clearly to depress prices during 
sign-up for the feed grain pro- 
gram, to encourage more farm- 
ers to participate. After the 
sign-up, it would be no surprise 
if CCC cuts its sales to a trickle 
to allow an appreciable price 
rise before the July 31 date for 
takeover of 1960-crop corn 
under loan. 

Looking further ahead, how 
will CCC manage its sales next 
winter and spring when 1961- 
crop corn is being marketed?

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Renters pay school 
taxes too! 


To the Editor: A quote in your 
article “What farm folks say 
about taxes,” made by a young 
renter was, “We don’t help out 
on school taxes because we're 
renters, but we should.” 

Now this quote never should 
have been printed. Since when 
have renters been exempted 
from school taxes? Sure, per- 
sonal property is exempt from 
the building program of the dis- 
trict. But that’s only about one- 
tenth of the school taxes. 

In fact, personal property 
bears an unjust amount of 
school taxes because there is 
no exemption from it with the 
exception of Soldier’s bonus. 
The owner of the land who lives 
on the land receives not only 
Homestead exemption, but land 
tax credit against school taxes 
as well. 

We own our farm. We own a 
new tractor with an assessed 
valuation of $1,800. Our tax 
rate is 77 mills. Of the $138 
personal tax against it, fully $90 
will go for school taxes. Now, 
whether we are owners or rent- 
ers will make no difference in 
the tax on the tractor. 

Too bad someone had misin- 
formed the young Washington 
county farmer, because if he 
owns some personal property he 
is paying some school taxes— 
bless him!

NFO bargaining 
is legal 


To the Editor: I am a farmer 
in Knox county, Mo. I own and 
live on a 240-acre farm. With 
this introduction, I wish to an- 
swer Virgil L. Head of Plymouth 
county, Iowa. 

He writes very positively, but 
he is incorrect. It appears that 
he is either uninformed, or mis- 
informed. One of the points of 
NFO’s legal rights under the 
Capper-Volstead Act is to bar- 
gain at the marketplace. 

In part, the Capper-Volstead 
Act is an exception to the anti- 
trust laws. I quote from an at- 
torney general of the United 
States, Honorable William D. 
Mitchell. 

“Section 1 of the Capper-Vol- 
stead Act relates to producers 
acting together in associations, 
corporate or otherwise, in col- 
lectively processing, preparing 
for market, handling, and mar- 
keting in interstate and foreign 
commerce, such products of per- 
sons so engaged. Its object is 
primarily to insure cooperative 
associations that qualify there- 
under immunity from prosecu- 
tion under the federal antitrust 
laws.” 

This is a clear cut statement 
that the object of the Capper- 
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Volstead Act was to confer “im- 
munity from prosecution under 
the federal antitrust laws” on 
organizations that meet the 
simple conditions of that act. 

The Capper-Volstead Act per- 
mits an organization meeting its 
conditions complete leeway in 
the manner in which it will 
market or sell the agricultural 
products of its members. Such 
an organization may be simply 
a bargaining association, bar- 
gaining with buyers relative to 
the prices to be paid by them 
for the agricultural products of 
its members. Many of such bar- 
gaining associations are now 
operating. — Cleotis Small & 
Sons, NFO member and farmer, 
Knox county, Mo. 


Moral obligation to 
comply with 
new farm program? 


To the Editor: The decision 
on whether or not to cooperate 
with the new farm program 
should not be based merely on 
whether a farmer can get more 
out of his land by cropping it, 
or the required 20 percent to the 
government. The program is 
set up for the express purpose 
of raising farm prices. With 
sufficient cooperation it will cer- 
tainly accomplish its goal. 

Economists agree that a cut 
of 20 percent in feed grains 
would have the effect of raising 
farmers’ prices 40 percent. This 
would be just about right in 
relation to the rest of the econ- 
omy. 

The payment for retiring land 
under the plan isn’t too bad a 
gamble in itself. The 1959 and 
1960 grain crops upon which 
the retirement rental is based, 
were excellent in most sections 
of the country. Add to that the 
fact that you are conserving the 
soil instead of depleting it, and 
the certainty of getting higher 
prices for the rest of your pro- 
duction. 

Furthermore, there is a strong 
moral obligation to cooperate 
with your neighbor and your 
government in getting rid of the 
huge surplus, which is taking 
so much tax money. 

We should have a 100 percent 
sign-up in spite of Charles Shu- 
man’s opposition and sinister 
criticism. His attitude sym- 
bolizes Farm Bureau’s policy of 
keeping farmers disorganized in 
doing something for themselves.

HALL: Expect some industrial business 
recovery by next fall.

BoTtTuM: Odds favor some business re- 
covery before the end of the year— 
probably starting by mid-year. 

ROHWER: Recovery will not be spectacu- 
lar, but reasonably can expect some 
pickup in business in the last half of 
year. 

DOWELL :

DOWELL: About the same as for the last 
30 years. 

BoTtTTuM: Long run outlook is good for 
man who can obtain adequate re- 
sources and has: the capacity to man- 
age. 

HALL: Prospects look good for farm 
boy who can work into good sized busi- 
ness and who farms well. 

KuTISsH: Short run outlook is not so 
bright. But longer term is good for 
man who is good farmer and can get 
hold of adequate sized unit. 

ROHWER: Long-time outlook is good. 
If you like farming and have good 
management ability, stay with the 
farm. 


Summing up: Key to answer here is ade- 
quate sized unit—and it’s larger than 
majority of farmers operate today. 


Should I sell my 130-acre dairy farm on 
the edge of town and move out 10 miles 
where I can get 180 acres for the same 
money? Buildings are about the same on 
both places. 


BoTtTuM: If no city expansion likely, 
sell the 130 and get the extra land. 
KUTISH: You will make more money off 
the extra 50 acres than from the 

closeness to town. 
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ROHWER: Cost of running the two 
places is about the same. If the 180 is 
on a good all-weather road, consider 
making the switch. 

HALL: A farm at the edge of town should 
sell for more money 5 years from now. 

DOWELL: If near a large city, wait for 
increased value for subdivision. But 
if you need the extra income now, don’t 
overlook a 40 percent increase that’s 
free. 


Summing up: Distance doesn’t mean 
much these days. 


Should I breed my usual number of sows 
for September farrowing this year, or 
increase? 


BOTTUM AND KUTISH: Hold steady. Your 
September farrowed pigs are likely to 
reach market when about average hog- 
corn ratio is prevailing. 

ROHWER: Stay by your usual program. 
This fall won’t be the best time to step 
up hog production. 

HALL: Breed your normal number. 

DOWELL: Prices likely won’t be as high 
a year from now. 


Summing up: The hog business doesn’t 
look rosy enough to expand at this 
time. 


POULTRY 


Is it better to raise your pullets in con- 
finement or on the range? 


DOWELL: Many large commercial opera- 
tions still stick to raising pullets on 
the range. 

BOTTUM: Can be done satisfactorily and 
economically either way. Depends 
upon your individual situation. 

ROHWER: Raising them on range and 
cutting down on supplement costs less 
money and gives a better pullet. 

HALL: It is much cheaper to raise on 
range. And usually you'll put a better 
pullet in your laying house. 

KUTISH: Confinement raising has high- 
er feed and building costs, but you 
have a little lower death loss from 
predators. 


Summing up: The vote is for raising 
pullets on range. 


I have been growing 80 acres of corn and 
20 of beans. I feed all my corn and don’t 
plan to participate in the feed-grain pro- 
gram. Should I step wp my bean acreage, 
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cut back my corn, and buy the extra corn 
needed? 


ROHWER: Beans supported at $2.30 and 
corn pegged at $1.20 make the per 
acre return under normal weather 
higher from corn than beans. 

BoTTuM: Probably just as well stick by 
your normal rotation. 

HALL: Look for a big boost in bean acre- 
age which could reduce prices. I'd 
stick with the usual acreage. 

KUTISH: If you raise beans, the best 
harvest market probably will be seal- 
ing them. All signs point to a big 
boost in beans. 

DOWELL: If you can get $2.30 per bushel 
for your beans, anything over 3114 
bushel yield for beans with $1 corn 
yielding 90 bushels per acre will favor 
beans. 


Summing up: If you boost bean acreage, 
be sure you have storage place to seal 
your beans. 


I feed cattle and hogs. I feed more corn 
than I raise on the 240 acres of good land 
I farm. My corn acreage has averaged 
120 acres for each of the last 2 years. 
Should I cut my corn acreage back 25 
acres and take a corn loan—or increase 
my corn to 150 acres and buy less corn? 


BoTTUM: Your personal income will be 
higher with the 150 acres in corn. 
ROHWER: Over the long pull, cattle and 
hog men have made more money with 
corn at $1.25 per bushel than at $1 or 

less. Stay with the program. 

HALL: Corn is probably your most 
valuable crop. You probably can use 
more than you now raise. 

KUTISH : Cut your corn acreage 25 acres. 
Put these acres into beans. Then clip 
25 acres of oats to put you in ecompli- 
ance. Seal your corn and buy back 
cheaper corn on the free market. You 
will have less out-of-pocket expense 
and more cash at the end of the year. 

DOWELL: Boost corn acreage to 150 acres 
and buy less corn. It will likely be 
around $1 a bushel at harvest, but it 
can be raised for less, 


Summing up: Key here is what kind of 
yield figure your county committee 
gives your farm. Chances are that if 
you are in an area where you can get 
free corn at harvest, it’ll pay to comply.

The Agricultural Act of 1961 


HE ADMINISTRATION’S omnibus 
farm bill was submitted to Congress 
on April 17. The 70-page proposal offers 
a broad framework under which any and 
all farm problems can be tackled. 
Because of the sweeping nature of the 
bill, considerable opposition is expected 
from some congressmen. Chances of pas- 
sage without drastic cutting are 50-50 or 
poorer. 


As written, the farm plan would 
carry a two-way clout. If the Secre- 
tary decided a new program for a 
specific commodity is needed, he 
would select a farmer committee to 
help write it. 


After congressional approval, producers 
of that commodity would be asked to ap- 
prove or disapprove of the proposed plan 
in a referendum. The idea would be 
dropped if it didn’t get the required two- 
thirds “yes” vote. And present govern- 
ment aids would be dropped, too, except 
for supports at 50 percent of parity for 
those who comply with restrictions! 

Here are the steps that would be taken 
to put a program for a commodity into 
effect under the broad powers of the bill. 

First, commodity advisory committees 
would be selected by the Secretary of 
Agriculture from farmers nominated by 
ASC committees and farm organizations. 
Two-thirds of the members would be se- 
lected from the list of nominees provided 
by ASC. In addition, the Secretary would 
appoint one consumer representative. 

Second, the Secretary would write a 
program for each commodity or group of 


Why No Checkoff? 


T LOOKS LIKE an Iowa red meat pro- 
motion program will be delayed for 


another 2 years. In spite of valiant ef- 
forts, the leaders of Iowa livestock organi- 
zations have failed again to get the 
permissive legislation needed to put a 
voluntary checkoff into operation (as this 
is written). Only last minute action by 
the Senate can bring the bill to a vote and 
possible passage. 

The livestock leaders are certain that 
Farm Bureau opposition has blocked ac- 
tion on the bill in the Iowa Senate. They 
issued a statement saying, “We are keenly 
disappointed that the Iowa Farm Bureau 
leadership has resorted to undercover op- 
position to block legislation of great value 
to Iowa farmers.” 

The revised checkoff bill, HF 376, 
passed the House by a huge majority— 
87 to 18. After introduction in the Senate, 
it was sent to committee and eventually 
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landed in the secret 13-man sifting com- 
mittee. There it takes only four “no” 
votes to prevent its being sent to the floor. 

Farm Bureau spokesmen say their op- 
position rests on a “fear that the produc- 
er’s money will not be wisely and properly 
handled.” They suggest it should go to a 
government agency (altho Farm Bureau 
has long been opposed to getting more 
government into agriculture). 

Perhaps their real fears go further 
than that. Regardless, the real losers 
will be lowa meat producers if their ef- 
forts to develop a progressive improve- 
ment program continue to be thwarted. 

Our situation is crying for help. If in- 
dependent meat producers don’t work 
together to improve quality and uniform- 
ity and to develop markets, we’re just 
asking for contract and huge commercial 
feedlot operators to take over the live- 
stock business. 
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related commodities, with the help of 
the commodity committee. The advice 
and counsel of Congress would be sought, 
also. 

Third, both houses of Congress would 
have 60 days in which to reject the pro- 
posed program if they disapprove. 

Fourth, if Congress didn’t use its veto 
power, the plan would be submitted to 
a referendum of affected farmers. If 
two-thirds approve, the new program 
would go into effect. As stated earlier, if 
farmers disapprove, present aids would be 
dropped. 

What kind of programs will be written? 
The legislation would open the door to 
a wide range of techniques including mar- 
keting quotas, marketing orders, direct 
payments, etc. It would permit price sup- 
ports at any level up to 90 percent of 
parity. 


Does the broad power given the 
Secretary under the bill threaten 
complete domination of agriculture 
by the government? 


The requirement of approval by two- 
thirds of the affected farmers offers 
ample safeguards, in our opinion. Most 
farmers would rather operate without 
government restrictions if this is finan- 
cially feasible. 

The Administration’s thinking appears 
to be about like this: “Give farmers the 
tools they need to control their production 
enough to bring fair prices at the market- 
place.” There’s very little indication of a 
“handout” philosophy, more of the “we'll 
help you get a square deal” approach.

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HIGHEST RATE for diverted acres 
under the new feed grain program is in 
Texas. It is $60.10 per acre, on a very 
limited acreage under irrigation. Top 
rate in Iowa is $43.60. The cornbelt 
states to the east of us have higher rates, 
mainly because they get more rain. Top 
rates are Illinois, $49.70; Indiana, $49.10; 
Ohio, $48.30. 


IOWA FARMERS are showing a great 
interest in the program, and most county 
ASC offices are swamped. Practically 
every farmer has something to gain by 
participation—if you were assigned a fair 
yield index by your township committee. 
In the rush, some committees may not 
take the time to give farms a wide enough 
range. It’s faster and easier to keep in- 
dexes fairly close to the township average. 


MANY of the tough questions arise 
from landlord-tenant situations. Tenants 
on a 50-50 crop share lease come out a 
bit ahead when the diversion payment is 
split equally. This sometimes prompts 
landlords to look for some way they can 
get more, or all, of the diversion payment. 
All such “deals” must be approved by the 
county committee, however.

FOOD STAMPS costing between $3 and

Management tips to help 


Boost your 1961 
soybean yields 


By NEWT HAWKINSON 


NOTHER INCREASE in soybean acre- 
age .is in the offing. Crop reports 
indicate that lowa farmers are planning 
a 16 percent increase in soybean acreage 
this year. The total estimate for Iowa in 
1961 is 2,950,000 acres. That compares 
with 2,543,000 acres last year 
You'll probably be able to seal beans at 
an average price of about $2.25 per bushel. 
This doesn’t return as much income as 
corn, but it still makes growing beans 
look pretty inviting 
Folks paying attention to management 
will be on top at harvest time. Here are 
some ideas that may help you increase 
soybean yields. 


Varieties 


It’s important to choose a variety that’s 
full season for your area. For each day 
your beans fail to take advantage of the 
normal cropping season you'll lose about 
42 bushei yield per acre. 

Suppose you plant both early and full 
season beans side by side during the nor- 
mal cropping season. Then, you can ex- 
pect the full season beans to outyield the 
early beans 

For late emergency plantings, it’s often 
wise to select a variety even earlier than 
those for your area. This helps get a crop 
before frost 

Here’s a description of the soybean va- 
rieties suggested for Iowa. 

Chippewa—High yielding and about 5-6 
days earlier than Blackhawk. 

Blackhawk—A week earlier than Hawk- 
eye, high-yielding, and resistant to lodg- 
ing. 

Harosoy—A variety of Canadian origin 
that matures about 5 days earlier than 
Hawkeye. 


Hawkeye—About 3 days earlier than 















































Adams. The most widely grown soybean 
in lowa. 

Adams — About 2 days earlier than 
Ford, high-yielding, with good lodging 
resistance. 

Ford---About 2 days later than Adams. 
Outyields Adams about 2 bushels per acre. 

Shelby—About 2 days later than Ford. 
Ford outyields Shelby in northern areas 
and Shelby outyields Ford in southern 
areas. 

Clark—More than one week later than 
Ford, and it outyields Adams about 5 
bushels per acre. 

Another soybean variety grown in Iowa 
is Lindarin. This soybean matures about 
the same time as Harosoy. However, in 
tests, it hasn’t yielded as high as Harosoy. 

For states bordering lowa, recommen- 
dations are relatively similar to those 
given for the corresponding sections of 
Iowa. Local extension offices will have 
suggested variety lists from your state 
university. 


Planting date 


The optimum time to plant beans is 
around May 20. Then, soil conditions are 
favorable and it’s still early enough to 
plant full-season beans. 

If you plant beans early in May, when 
the soil is cold and wet, it may be wise to 
increase planting rates about 10 percent. 
This helps assure a good stand of beans. 


Planting rate 


Usually you need to plant 8 to 10 beans 
per foot of row to obtain an adequate 
stand. This takes 50 to 70 pounds of seed 
per acre. 

It’s usually not profitable to plant seed

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that has less than 85 percent germination. 
If you have to use seed with questionable 
germination, be sure to plant enough 
extra to get a stand. 

Inoculation is one of the cheapest ways 
to get nitrogen. Don’t count on bacteria 
carryover from one year to another—you 
can’t afford to miss. 


Fertilizer 

Soybeans usually don’t respond profit- 
ably to a direct application of fertilizer. 
However, soybean yields increase with 
improved overall soil fertility. 

A good fertility program for other 
crops will likely return a bonus in higher 
soybean yields. 


Row spacing 

Researchers have found that yields in- 
crease about 15 percent if soybeans are 
planted in narrow 21-24-inch rows. 

One farmer using the narrow rows is 
Buel Thornton, Hardin county, lowa. He 
made over some used equipment to plant 
and cultivate six 20-inch rows. 

Thornton has 3 years experience with 
the narrow row soybeans. His yield in- 
crease has averaged 5 to 7 bushels per 
acre. 

“Each of the 3 years I planted some 
rows the regular distance to check,” says 
Thornton. “Now I’m satisfied that the 
narrow-rowed beans pay. 

“TI have only 30-40 acres of beans but 
I think it would pay me to buy the equip- 
ment to handle the narrow rows if I didn’t 
already have it.” 

When using narrow rows, you'll need 
some method of weed control. You must 
have adequate equipment to cultivate as 
well as to do the planting. 


Weed control 


Weed control is essential. Weeds cut 
yield and make beans difficult to combine. 

A rotary hoe is one of the best me- 
chanical weed killers you can use to kill 
early weeds. After hoeing, it’s important 
to take care in following cultivations in 
order to cover as many weeds as possible. 

Where you have a severe weed problem 
you may want to use a pre-emergence 
herbicide. Alanap and Randox are the 
two approved herbicides commonly used 
on beans. Amiben has thus far been ap- 
proved only for use on beans produced 
for seed. 

To justify weed killers, you need to get 
enough increase in yield to pay the cost 
of application.

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What you can do 
about bloat 


Riwar SEASON is here again. 

Proper attention to manage- 
ment can greatly reduce the 
losses from this multi-million 
dollar trouble-maker. 

Most researchers agree that 
bloating is caused by the forma- 
tion of foam in the rumen. Foam 
interferes with normal release 
of gas and causes rumen gas to 
build up. Most bloat control 
measures aim at either prevent- 
ing or breaking up the foam 
formations 

Bloat occurs both on pasture 
and in the feedlot. But pasture 
bloat is usually the most serious. 
Anytime conditions are favor- 
able for lush forage growth it’s 
a good idea to watch closely for 
bloat. 


Here are some things that 
may help you to avoid seri- 
ous losses from bloat. 


Management 

Try to use legume-grass mix- 
tures for pastures. These help 
lower the zmount of bloat, but 
won't completely eliminate it. 
(Some cattle may eat only the 
legumes.) 

You also may want to with- 
hold cattle from pastures dur- 
ing the time when they'll likely 
bloat. Lush growth causes the 
most bloat. 

Provide a good feed of dry 
hay before turning animals on 
pasture. Coarse hay is more ef- 
fective than high quality legume 
hay for bloat prevention. 

Oils 

Iowa State researchers have 
found that crude soybean oil 
can be used to prevent bloat. 

One method is used when 
feeding green chop. Here re- 
searchers have prevented bloat 
by adding crude soybean oil at 
the rate equal to one-fourth 
pound oil to the daily forage al- 
lowance for a 1,000 pound ani- 
mal. 

The other method uses one- 
fourth pound of soybean oil 
added to the grain fed each ani- 
mal before cattle are put on 
pasture. This treatment is ef- 
fective for about 4 hours. High 
levels (one pound or more) are 
needed to prevent bloat for a 
day. 

Antibiotics 

Penicillin, erythromycin, ty- 
losin, and chlormycetin have 
been found to reduce bloat when 
first added to the ration. These 
are effective for a short time— 
about 10 days or so. 


Recent research with the 
feeding of antibiotic combi- 
nations is one of the bright- 
er aspects in the bloat pic- 
ture. These may provide 
full-season bloat control 
once they are completely 
developed. 


Last summer at Iowa State, a 
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test using combination of 5 dif- 
ferent antibiotics showed the 
best results. In the test, the cat- 
tle fed the antibiotic combina- 
tion stayed relatively bloat-free 
all season, even under bloat- 
causing conditions. 

When treated cattle were re- 
moved from the test, some be- 
gan to show signs of bloat 3 days 
later. Future research will more 
thoroly test the effectiveness of 
this new use of antibiotics. 


Treatment 

If bloat is not too severe, re- 
moving the animal from the feed 
or pasture causing the bloat may 
do the job. Another treatment 
most folks know about is to get 
the bloated animal in a posi- 
tion so the front feet are ele- 
vated. Then, put a bit in its 
mouth. 

In severe cases, you may want 
to use a stomach tube to give 
relief. Use either a_ special 
stomach tube or a piece of 
garden hose about 8 feet long. 
The inside diameter of the hose 
should be no less than a half- 
inch—three-quarter-inch is bet- 
ter. 

Insert the tube or hose in the 
animal’s mouth making sure 
that the curve of the tube is 
upward. Curving the tube down- 
ward may get it into the wind 
pipe. 

Once the tube is inserted it 
should be pushed in slowly un- 
til it’s inside the rumen. This 
will generally help remove any 
free gas that’s present 

You can pour either animal 
or vegetable oil thru the tube. 
This helps disperse the foam in 
the rumen. Getting rid of the 
foam will free the gas so it can 
be removed thru the stomach 
tube or by belching. 

Don’t use turpentine or kero- 
sene for this purpose. It upsets 
the rumen and may cause the 
animal to go off feed for a few 
days. 

When the chips are down, a 
trocar-cannula can be used to 
make an opening in the rumen. 
Defoaming oils can be poured 
down the cannula. If the cannula 
plugs, a knife may be used as 
last resort. Cut a large enough 
hole to release the foamy mass.

Broadcast corn for 
silage or green chop? 


PLANTING CORN in a thick 
broadcast stand for green chop 
and silage will produce a tre- 
mendous yield of forage on a 
fertile soil 

But Fred Meinershagen, ex- 
tension dairy specialist at Uni- 
versity of Missouri, says the 
broadcast practice is question- 
able. He points out that sudan

He suggests that perhaps a 
combination of a field of broad- 
cast corn and a field of sudan 
may be a compromise. Meiner- 
shagen says a broadcast corn 
produces a high moisture, no 
grain silage—more like grass 
silage than row crop silage. Add- 
ing several hundred pounds of 
dry grain or wilting will be re- 
quired to prevent high seepage 
loss from the silo. And allow- 
ing broadcast corn to mature to 
correct moisture often results in

Now they’ve quit using the 
ventilating fans altogether. In- 
stead, they ventilate by opening 
side doors on the side away from 
the wind. In the summer, most 
all the side doors are opened. 


“The condensation prob- 
lem is now about whipped,” 
says Bob Hamilton. “There’s 
some frosting on the walls 
when the temperature is be- 
low zero, but none on the 
ceiling. At 10 degrees above 
zero, Or warmer, it stays 
dry.” 


In summer, the building stays 
10 degrees or more below out- 
side temperature. The aluminum 
roof does a good job of reflect- 
ing the heat. 

To date, they never have had 
to use any water to keep their 
hogs cool. They’ve had as many 
as 350 heavy hogs in the house 
during hot weather without 
trouble. 

The sleeping and dunging 
area arrangement has worked 
out well. Half of each pen stays 
dry, the other half is wet. 

No straw is used in the bed- 
ding area. However, they do 
sprinkle a small amount of straw 
in the dunging area to help 
soak up liquids. About 1% bales 
of straw a day take care of all 
pens. 

It takes one man about 25 
minutes each day to clean the 
building. A scraper is used to 
push the manure into the barn 
cleaner. Floors were finished 
with a troweling machine so 
they are very smocth. 

“The floors were slick at first, 
but we never lost a hog,” says 
Bob Hamilton. “After the first 
3 months we had no more 
trouble. I think the troweled 
floors are good—they aid in 
sanitation and cleaning.” 

In the present arrangement 
there is no alleyway. Hogs have 
to be driven thru one pen to 
get to the other. By using two 
2 x 8-foot plywood panels as 
hurdles, the Hamiltons are able 
to move one bunch of hogs thru 
another pen of hogs. It’s ques- 
tionable whether they would add 
an alley if they had it to do over. 
The alley adds to building costs.

Feeder pig imports 
under new law 


lowa's cholera problem will 
be reduced by new controls 


NEW LAW will cover bring- 
ing hogs into Iowa within 
the next few days. It’s aimed at 
reducing outbreaks of cholera 
and other diseases due to feeder 
pigs and other imports. 

A number of Iowa’s cholera 
outbreaks have occurred in im- 
ported pigs shot with serum just 
before shipping. Then, when 
these pigs were vaccinated as 
required by law, some failed to 
develop solid immunity. An ex- 
posure to cholera could cause 
an outbreak of the disease in 
spite of vaccination. 

The “serum only” treatment 
has been required by Missouri 
for unvaccinated pigs leaving 
that state. Lawmakers there 
have under consideration legis- 
lation which would make regu- 
lations more uniform with the 
new Iowa law. 

Here’s what the law does: 

1. Repeals the law passed by 
the 1959 legislature requiring 
permits for entry of unvacci- 
nated pigs. (Abuse of permits 
led to this change.) 

2. Requires license and bond 
for feeder pig dealers. While 
annual license fee is only $5, the 
bond is set at $10,000. 

The owner or operator of a 
farm who brings in hogs for his 
own feeding or breeding pur- 
poses need not obtain a license 
nor post the bond. 

3. All swine imported for 
breeding or feeding purposes 
must be accompanied by a 
health certificate issued by a 
veterinarian. The certificate 
must state that inspection within 
48 hours of importation showed 
no symptoms of infectious, con- 
tagious, or communicable dis- 
eases. 

4. Health certificate must also 
state that hogs have been vac- 
cinated with modified virus and 
serum or are unvaccinated. No 
live virus and no serum only 
treatments allowed. 

5. Hogs other than those for 
immediate slaughter, or pure- 
breds for breeding or exhibi- 
tion, must have an ear tag 
carrying an identification num- 
ber and showing state of origin. 

There are two exceptions on 
state of origin. Pigs imported 
from a terminal market are con- 
sidered as originating at that 
market. And for pigs vaccinated 
under supervision of a federal 
veterinarian, place of vaccina- 
tion may be substituted for state 
of origin on the ear tag. 

6. Hogs vaccinated with modi- 
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fied virus and serum 14 days 
before importation may move 
freely as long as they have ear 
tags and health certificate. 

7. Hogs can be brought into 
Iowa if vaccinated less than 24 
hours before importation by 
veterinarian using modified 
virus and serum. But they must 
be quarantined for 14 days after 
arrival and must arrive at desti- 
nation not more than 48 hours 
after vaccination. 

8. Hogs may come in subject 
to vaccination within 5 days and 
a quarantine of 14 days after 
vaccination. 

Proof of proper vaccination 
and quarantine must be sent to 
the Animal Industry Division of 
the lowa Department of Agri- 
culture within 12 hours. Proof 
of vaccination is a veterinarian’s 
certificate if he did the vacci- 
nating, or a letter if the owner 
did his own vaccinating. 

Proof of quarant'ne is a cer- 
tificate filled out by a veteri- 
narian on a regular report form. 
An owner may not make out his 
own vaccination certificate. 

House file 622, which passed 
the legislature with little op- 
position, is the result of a lot of 
work by legislators and the state 
department of agriculture. In 
fact, it’s the third, and probably 
best, of three bills introduced 
for the same purpose. 

This law provides the tools 
for reducing Iowa’s hog cholera 
problems. To be most effective, 
it needs full cooperation from 
farmers in following its pro- 
visions and reporting violators. 

It also will need vigorous en- 
forcement from the Iowa De- 
partment of Agriculture. Stiff 
penalties are provided for vio- 
lators.

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Lame hog is 
danger signal 


A LAME HOG is a costly hog 
any way you look at him. 

There are two reasons to 
worry when lameness starts 
to show up in a herd of hogs, 
says the American Founda- 
tion for Animal Health. First, 
lameness may be an early 
warning of an infection which 
will flare up into serious 
trouble. Second, it may be a 
sign of a slow moving disease 
which eats away at profits 
without showing additional 
symptoms. 

In short, lame hogs are a 
sign of trouble. Determine 
the cause, perhaps with the 
help of your veterinarian, and 
then take steps to eradicate 
it. Five causes of lameness 
are probably most common. 

1. Erysipelas is probably 
the most serious. Tho the dis- 
ease takes several forms, 
lameness is common to one 
type of the disease. 

Prevention is the best con- 
trol, and vaccination is ef- 
fective for this purpose. 


2. Navel ill may be the 
cause if lameness occurs in 
young pigs. It usually shows 
up within 3 weeks of birth. 

This can be prevented by 
farrowing pigs in clean quar- 
ters and disinfecting the 
navel immediately after birth. 


3. Arthritis caused by a 
streptococcus infection may 
settle in the leg joints. Such 
infections usually respond 
well to treatment if dis- 
covered and treated early 
enough. 


4. Feeding may also be the 
cause. Deficiencies in the ra- 
tion, or improper balance, 
may cause soft bones or weak 
joints. 

5. Mechanical injuries also 
cause a considerable amount 
of lameness in hogs. This in- 
cludes bruises, sprains, and 
tender feet. Usually, good 
management can eliminate 
much of the cause and care- 
ful nursing will speed re- 
covery.

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would have to pay only $90 
of this. 

Nursing home service is al- 
so provided, up to 180 days. 
There are other minor bene- 
fits, but no help on doctor 
bills. The patient would se- 
lect his own doctor and pay 
him. Private insurance such 
as Blue Shield, would take 
care of doctor bills for less 
than half of older farmers. 


How do farmers of differ- 
ent age groups answer the 
Poll question? 

One woman in Lucas coun- 
ty, lowa, said, “It seems to me 
that young people have a 
heavy enough tax load on 
their shoulders now, without 
paying for hospital insurance 
for older people. Can’t these 
old people help themselves a 
little?” 

Actually older and younger 
farmers voted about alike on 
the question. Here is the vote 
by age groups: 


21-34 35-49 50 yrs. 
years years and up 


Approve 37% 39% 40% 
Disapprove 26 22 29 
Undecided 37 39 31 


While the young people, in 
general, gave an edge to hos- 
pital insurance, there were 
several who didn’t. One regis- 
tered nurse in Washington 
county said: 

“This sounds like socialized 
medicine to me. If we take 
this, they’ll ask for more and 
more.” 

A man in Ida county saw 
the problem differently: “A 
good many people don’t have 
anything at the age of 65. We 
can’t throw all the burden of 
their care on their children.” 


Farm Bureau men seemed 
inclined to oppose the hospi- 
tal insurance program while 
Bureau women were more apt 
to favor it. Total of members 
and non-members lined up 
like this:

Approve 33% 48 % 
Disapprove 29 20 
Undecided 38 32 


The division between men 
and women showed up in the 
political vote too. Republican 
women (those who voted for 
Nixon) divided evenly on hos- 
pital insurance while Repub- 
lican men gave more votes 
against the bill. Men and 
women who voted for Ken- 
nedy both gave the bill sup- 
port. 

The most important point 
about farm attitude is that 
over one-third of those inter- 
viewed have not made up 
their minds. Congressmen 
who are wondering about 
lowa farm opinion on this 
issue can only be _ told: 
“There are more farm peo- 
ple for the bill than against 
it, but the final result may 
turn on what the undecided 
do as the debate goes on.”

They 
answered one or more questions 
depending on pasture use. 
Average figures showed 46 
percent using pasture for the 
sow herd, 76 percent using it 
for sows and pigs, and 51 per- 
cent for growing-finishing hogs.

If you’re using pasture, you'll 
increase your profits by practic- 
ing good management. One of 
the weaknesses of a pasture pro- 
gram is that folks may put the 
pigs out and forget about them. 
Pasture pigs need good care to 
do their best. 

Here are some suggestions 
that may help you to improve 
your pasture management pro- 
gram. 

Put your pigs on clean ground.

Rotating your pasture will 
keep down disease and worm in- 
festations. If you use permanent 
pasture, let the pigs run on a 
different section of pasture each 
year. 

Feed pigs properly. 

Full feeding. You'll want to 
give pigs about the same ration 
they’d get in dry lot.

Limited feeding. It’s less risky 
to limit the protein a little than 
to cut the total feed intake. Cut- 
ting protein levels about 2 per- 
cent will usually get hogs to eat 
more pasture 

Provide plenty of fresh water. 

Allow about a minimum of 25 
gallons water capacity per day 
for each 10 pigs. Furnish one 
watering cup for each 20-25 
pigs. 

Give pigs plenty of shade. 

Pigs from weaning to 75 
pounds need 7 square feet of 
summer shade of housing per 
pig. Those 76 pounds to 125 
need 9 square feet and those 
126 pounds to market need 12 
square feet of shade each. 

Up to 50 pigs can use 100 
square feet of a sanitary wallow 
providing shade is close by. 

Keep pigs in small groups. 

You'll profit by letting no 
more than 60-70 pigs run to- 
gether in one group. It may 
take extra fence but it will pay 
in the long run. 

Allow pigs room to graze. 

Furnish one acre of pasture 
for each 20-25 shoats on full 
feed and each 15-20 shoats on 
limited feed. One acre of pas- 
ture will take care of 10-12 sows 
or 8-10 gilts.

Should you stake 
your tomatoes? 


F IOWANS had to pick a fa- 

vorite garden vegetable, the 
tomato would win hands down 
More home gardeners put out 
tomato plants along about the 
first of May than any other 
crop. 

“Most gardeners know how to 
set out, fertilize, cultivate, and 
keep tomato plants growing 
properly,” says Iowa State 
University horticulturist Ben 
Vance, “but many haven't tried 
staking and pruning their per- 
ennial favorite.” 

The best way for you to de- 
cide whether to stake and prune 
this year is to weigh the advan- 
tages against the disadvantages 
—under your set of conditions 
—and see which come out on 
top. Let’s take the advantages 
first: 

(1) Improved fruit quality— 
Staked tomatoes don’t decay 
and blemish because of contact 
with the soil. Since they’re 
upright and pruned, better air 
circulation cuts down foliage 
diseases. Spraying or dusting 
for insects and diseases is also 
easier when your tomatoes are 
up off the ground. 

(2) Larger early yields — 
Pruning tomatoes seems to stim- 
ulate earlier fruiting. This is 
especially important to folks 
who sell some tomatoes and like 
to hit the high market — and 
also to gardeners who want 
fresh, home-grown tomatoes on 
the table as soon as possible. 

(3) Less space required — 
Gardeners who have limited 
space find staking and pruning 
their tomatoes a real advantage. 
Staked plants can grow as close 
as 18 to 30 inches apart. Most 
ground tomatoes need at least 
30 to 48 inches between plants. 

(4) Easier harvesting—There’s 
no doubt about this one. To- 
matoes staked to 6-foot heights 
are a breeze to pick. 

But like most other things, 
staking and pruning has its 
disadvantages too. 
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(1) Increased production costs 
—It takes more time and money 
to grow tomatoes off the 
ground. You have to buy stakes 
(unless you have them around 
the farm) and twine. And you 
have to budget a little time 
each week to prune off new 
side shoots and tie up the last 
week’s vertical growth. 

(2) Some fruit damage is 
worse — Staked tomatoes have 
more blossom-end rot. Some 
tend to crack and sunburn. 

(3) Virus diseases — You can 
spread these by handling the 
plants during the pruning and 
tying operations. With a little 
care you can avoid this, tho. 

“If you have some free time, 
like top-quality fruit and early 
production or have a_ space 
problem, staking and pruning 
have a place in your tomato 
operation,” Vance believes. If 
these things don’t matter, you'll 
probably be just as happy with 
ground tomatoes. 

Once you decide to raise your 
tomatoes off the ground, how- 
ever, plan to do it right. Wood- 
en stakes one inch square and 
5 to 6 feet long, %s-inch steel 
reinforcing rods, or steel posts 
work well. Set your plants 
closer than normal and begin 
tying the main stem (or stems) 
up with soft twine or paper- 
covered wire when they are 10 
to 12 inches high. 

“You can train one, two, or 
more stems from each plant,” 
Vance says. Pinch off side 
shoots as they appear where the 
leaves join the main stems. Be 
careful, tho, not to pinch off 
blossom clusters. And don’t 
cut off the side shoots with 
a knife. Virus diseases can 
easily spread from plant to 
plant this way. 

“There’s no need to worry 
about reducing production by 
pinching off the side shoots,” 
Vance adds. Setting the plants 
closer will make up the differ- 
ence.—Hal Johnson.

DON’T be “taken in” by a 
sales pitch on the ailanthus | 
tree. It’s also called tree of 
heaven, paradise tree, and 
sometimes “stink tree.” 

It will grow in extremely 
unfavorable conditions. Be- 
cause of this it’s often seen in 
conjested city areas where 
other trees will not grow. 

Under lowa conditions the 
ailanthus is practically a 
weed. It produces many seeds 
and spreads rapidly—often in 
places where it is not wanted 

The wood is light and weak. | 
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It splits or breaks easily in 
heavy winds or when weighted 
down with ice and snow, accord- 
ing to lowa State University 
landscape architects. While the 
ailanthus blooms profusely, its 
greenish flowers often have an 
undesirable odor.

had to come if he expected to 
make a living on this farm. 

Some contouring was laid out 
during the first year, and a 
couple of the old bluegrass pas- 
tures were plowed around the 
hill. Part of the back eighty 
was seeded to meadow for the 
first time in a generation. 


A conservation plan was de- 
veloped. It included a 5-year 
crop rotation, removal of sev- 
eral interior fences and substitu- 
tion of contour field boundaries 
for the old square fields. 

In the northeast corner, 50 
acres were split into five con- 
tour strips. Four of the other 
five fields, 19 acres each, come 
within a few rods of the build- 
ings, making temporary pasture 
fencing easy. One entire slope 
was contoured into three fields, 
shortening slopes and slowing 
water runoff. 

At that point, the only cost 
of improvement had been the re- 
moval of fences and leveling of 
old fencerows—and nearly 40 
acres of new cropland was al- 
ready available. 

Other problems required a 
greater outlay of money. A seep 
line along the hillside was be- 
hind the gully problem. It had 
to be drained before all the new 
field layout would be accessible 
for farm equipment and before 
waterways could be successful- 
ly shaped and seeded. 

Tile was installed in the 
spring of 1959 along the water- 
ways and across the road to an 
outlet. Two months later, the 
land was dry enough that water- 
ways could be completed. 

Actual expenses for improv- 
ing the Sac County Farm were 
as follows: 


Waterway construction $885.23 
Waterway construction 298.05 
Tile (materials) 303.00 
Tile (trenching) 394.14 
Filling tile trenches 24.00 


Total expense $1,904.42 


In completing the above work, 
the county, as owner of the 
farm, was eligible for ACP cost- 
sharing. So $574.86 of this was 
returned in ACP payments. 

A net outlay of $1,329.56 in- 


|creased the farm value by at

Reduce protein when 
cows go on grass 


[ fare may be passing 
up a good cost-cutting op- 
portunity by not readjusting the 
protein level of their grain ra- 
tion when cows go on pasture. 

Here’s why: On a dry matter 
basis, early grass may be just 
as high in protein as bran. So 
keeping supplemental protein in 
your grain ration during this 
4-6 week early grazing period is 
questionable. 

Purdue Extension Dairyman 
G. A. Williams says, “Not only 
is it possible to cut feed costs by 
reducing the percentage of pro- 
tein in the grain mixture. But 
when combined with fresh pas- 
ture, each pound of grain fed 
should produce 50 to 100 pounds 
more milk than was produced 
while the herd was in the dry- 
lot.” 


When a cow is first turned 
on grass she finds a big 
change in the nature of her 
ration. 


Early pasture is high in mois- 
ture, low in total nutrients. And 
you'll soon find out it has an 
extremely laxative effect on old 
bossy. 

Grass usually gives a boost to 
milk flew. But this, coupled with 
the lower nutrient value of 
grass, often results in cows los- 
ing bedy weight. And here’s 
where error can creep into your 
feeding program. 

Rather than boost the protein 
level of your grain ration to 
keep bossy in good condition, 
increase the amount of grain. 
Your home-grown feeds are the 
energy producing (carbohy- 
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drates) feeds. And they’re lots 
cheaper than bran, soybean 
meal, ete. 

The time to be more con- 
siderate of protein in your ra- 
tion is later during the pasture 
season. When grasses and clo- 
vers approach the seed bearing 
stage, their protein content de- 
clines. That’s when a protein 
supplement should be fed along 
with corn and oats says Wil- 
liams. 


Here are two additional 


pointers: 


e@ Free-choice feeding of salt 
and minerals may be a good 
bet the first couple months of 
pasturing. This is because a 
cow often runs low on min- 
erats during the winter. 


e@ Another good practice is to 
work your cows on pasture 
gradually. It’s the best way 
to avoid undesirable off-fla- 
vors in the milk. 

From winter rations to spring 
pasture is at least a 2-week 
“transition” for the dairy herd 
of Morris Wolf, Franklin county 
dairyman. He milks a string of 
45 Holsteins; sells grade A milk, 
so flavor is important. 

“They only get about one hour 
on pasture the first day,” says 
Wolf. “Then pasture time is 
gradually lengthened until they 
are fully used to it.” 

He keeps right on feeding hay. 
That’s a good practice. Hay not 
only tends to reduce danger 
from bloat. It'll help boost the 
milk production effects of lush 
pasture, too.

FFA Star Farmers comment on 


Future of farming 


FA STAR FARMERS for 1961 

are convinced there is still 
plenty of opportunity in agri- 
culture for the farm boy who 
has desire and is willing to work. 

Outstanding achievements in 
their Vo-Ag supervised farming 
programs, FFA activities, and 
school and community programs 
projected these FFA’ers to the 
top. lowa has 9,759 active FFA 
members. These six men are the 
cream of the crop. 

Star Farmer of Iowa is 
18-year-old Earl Schmidt, 
Stockton, lowa. His 1961 
farming program centers 
around 255 acres of rented 
land and a livestock inven- 
tory of 23 dairy cattle, 369 
feeder pigs, and 27 ewes. 


District Star Farmers for 1961 
are Lowell Fehr of West Bend; 
Delmar Emmack of Monroe; 
Randal Sievers of Newell; Dean 
Schmitt of Hudson; and Roger 
Broderson of Denison. 

Briefly, here’s how they com- 
mented on various questions re- 
garding the future of agricul- 
ture: 


Do you think any farm 
boy can farm if he really 
wants to? 


Schmidt: “If a farm boy has 
enough desire, I feel he can 
get started in farming.” 

Broderson: “Yes, if he has the 
ability and sincerely wants to 
farm.” 

Schmitt: ‘““Yes; desire, good cred- 
it, and sound management are 
what it takes.” 


Should a young man go 
on to college, even tho he 
plans to farm? 

Sievers: “I think he should. A 
college education never hurt 
anyone, and you may not be 
able to farm all your life.” 

Emmack: “Yes, a college educa- 
tion should help him handle 
the complex problems of mod- 
ern agriculture.” 

Fehr: “If he has the time to get 
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away, I think college will do 
him good.” 


Money is a limiting fac- 
tor for most young farm- 
ers. What can you do to 
make credit more readily 
available? 


Broderson: “Start early to build 
your credit rating by borrow- 
ing money and paying off the 
loan when due.” 

Schmidt: “Establish a credit rat- 
ing at your local bank early 
even before you finish high 
school.” 

Sievers: “Keep a good set of rec- 
ords and get as good a farm 
education as you can.” 


it is said that $10,000 
worth of machinery is 
needed to start farming 
these days. What do you 
think? 

Emmack: “A young farmer can 
put in a few more hours, 
work a little harder, and get 
started on less.” 

Fehr: “By going into partner- 
ship with his parents, or buy- 
ing used machinery, he can 
get by on less.” 

Schmidt: “It would depend on 
the type of farming you plan. 
Crop farming would probably 
require that much.” 


What to you is the most 
important factor in be- 
coming a successful farm- 
er? 


Broderson: “Trying with the best 
of your ability.” 

Fehr: “Realistic goals that you 
continually improve upon.” 
Schmidt: “Good management.” 

Emmack: “Wanting to farm.” 

Sievers: “Experience.” 

Schmitt: “Not being afraid to 
take a chance.”

WALLACES FARMER

VOUNG farmers sometimes 
ask, “Why doesn’t Pop re- 
tire?” But not of Pop, usually 
of their wives. Often the young- 
er man is running the farm, but 
he may still feel Pop’s hot breath 
on the back of his neck most of 
the time. 
Actually Pop often wants to 
retire. The work is getting too 
heavy. But how will he get 
along without farm duties? And 
what will he use for money? 
_ One farmer in northern Iowa 
| settled the question early. He 
| oe Wallaces Farmer, “We 
| promised our younger son that 
| if he ever got married, we would 
| leave the farm and they could 
\take over. We left enough ma- 
|chinery, livestock, and feed so 

that he wouldn’t have to buy 
| very much to get started.” 


Wallaces Farmer has in- 
terviewed 30 successful 
farmers who have reached 
or passed retirement age. 
How are they treating the 
problem? 


| Some are still running the 
\farm. The son or son-in-law or 
‘the hired man takes orders. 

Some have compromised. They 
| build a second house away from 
| the center of farm activity, try 
to let the boy alone but help out 
occasionally. 

None of this group has moved 
to California or Arizona or 
Florida. They may go south for 
'a few weeks in mid-winter or 
north for a few weeks in sum- 
mer for fishing, but they keep 
their homes in Iowa. 

Even moving to the nearby 
town is losing its old appeal. 
Herbert Schneckloth of Scott 
county, lowa, says, “We built a 
new home on the farm in 1948 
and enjoy all the conveniences 
(of our city friends, with no 
|neighboring windows close.” 

Social security has made it 
easier financially for some farm- 
'ers to retire. But not all know 
| how to handle the job of retire- 
ment. 





| One farmer says, “In our town, 
we have a large percent of re- 
tired farmers. Most of them are 
| financially in good shape, but it 
| hurts me to see and talk to them. 
| They don’t seem able to make 
'the change from farm to town.” 

Another farmer reports, “Fifty 
years is not a bit too young for 
a farmer to begin planning re- 
tirement. Even if he actually 
doesn’t quit until he is 65 or 70. 
| It is a pitiful sight to see a farm- 
|er who had been active settle 
|down with nothing to do.” 

Bill Dreier of Poweshiek coun- 
ty says, “I am convinced that 
there is too little planning for 
the hours of leisure in retire- 
iment. Too many just want to

to town, they have nothing 
planned and their retirement 
adds up to what the dictionary 
Says ‘retirement’ means: ‘to with- 
draw from action’; ‘to retreat’; 

What do these 
successful retired farmers do? 
Several men say that a 
retired farmer with a knack 
at carpenter work will never 
run out of a job. Something 
is always falling down on 
the home farm. Over at 
Aunt Jennie’s, they need a 
railing on the cellar stairs. 
Or the back porch has col- 
lapsed over at Cousin 
John’s. 


Bert Schuelke of Buena Vista 
county notes, “A farmer who is 
good with tools might set him- 
self up with a little shop of 
some kind after he leaves the 
farm. It might net him a little 
extra money, but that isn’t the 
only consideration. He needs 
something to fill up his time.” 

Adolph Schultz of Mills coun- 
ty says that buying a run-down 
house and fixing it up will keep 
an amateur carpenter busy for 
a time. He reports: 

“The house we bought was in 
bad condition, but I thought it 
would give me something to do 
and keep me busy. It has. It’s a 
big house. We have lived here 
15 years and are still finding 
plenty of work to do.”

HY CAN’T Iowa hang on to more of its people—par- 
ticularly its youth? No doubt about the teenage point 
of view on this question. Lack of job opportunities is the 
overwhelming opinion. Cities and towns get their share of 
criticism from Iowa rural youth. “It’s a shame our towns 
don’t do more to attract young and old residents,” expresses 


one farm boy. 


Daryl L. Brayton, Algona, Iowa: 

There are several reasons. 
First, I think most Iowa com- 
munities don’t try to make them- 
selves appealing to their own 
youth or anyone else. To me, 
it’s a shame the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce groups in various 
Iowa towns don’t show any more 
interest than they do. Granted 
some tewns do make honest at- 
tempts to make their communi- 
ties attractive to new and old 
residents. But the majority 
tread along in the same old 
rut. Young people soon realize 
there is greater opportunity 
elsewhere. 


Jan Heath, Exira, Iowa: 


The main reason lowa’s young 
people are leaving is because of 
the lack of good paying jobs. 
Today’s youths are getting mar- 
ried younger, they must have 


good paying jobs to support 
their family. Farming is lowa’s 
main occupation but it doesn’t 
pay well enough for a young 
couple just starting out to stay 
on the farm. They just can’t get 
along on the low income they re- 
ceive from farming. 


James lIoerger, Alden, Iowa: 


First, the people of Iowa are 
the highest educated people in 
our country. Therefore there is 
a demand for our people in 
many other facets of our culture 
beyond farming. Since a large 
amount of Iowa’s potential is 
associated with agriculture many 
people are inclined to seek 
professions of higher stature 
than those of rustic association 
found here.

What’s happening to Adair 
county is somewhat similar to 
the changes taking place in 
other lowa counties. 
Population-wise, Adair county 


had 10,821 people in 1960 com- 
pared to 13,196 in 1940 and 
16,192 in 1900. 

Its average farm size is 198 
acres. That’s 20 acres larger 
than in 1947. But the number 
of farms has dropped from 
2,096 in 1940 to 1,837 in 1960. 

Folks aren't as well off as 
they were 10 years ago either. 
In 1950, 57.8 percent of the 
county’s farms grossed $10,000 
or over per year. But in 1960, 
only 37.9 percent of the farms 
grossed that much. 

Good or bad, these are the 
facts. Now, it’s up to the folks

Reducing during 
pregnancy 
Women who are markedly 
overweight are more likely to 
have oversize babies and pro- 
longed labor. Because of this— 
and the increased risk of high 
blood pressure and other compli- 
cations—the use of appetite-re- 








ducing drugs is justified, a New 
York obstetrician believes. In a 
study with more than 100 preg- 
nant women whose weights 
ranged from 180 to 300 pounds 
and who had gained more than 
usual in the first 6 months of 
pregnancy, he prescribed a med- 
ication called Obedrin, contain- 
ing appetite-reducing agents and 
vitamins.

Only an expert can identify fab- 
rics simply by looking at them. 
Some that look like silk, or linen, 
or cotton may be the real fibers 
dressed up with a special finish. 
Or they may be a blend of natural 
and man-made fibers such as cotton 
and dacron, rayon and silk, cotton 
and arnel. 


Be sure and read manufacturers’ rec- 
ommendations for the care of the fabric 
before you make your purchase. Many

of the materials can be washed again and 
again without losing their original fresh- 
ness. Others would be ruined if you at- 
tempted to wash them. 

If you sew for a family, it’s a good idea 
to set up a tag file for every piece of ma- 
terial you buy as well as every garment. 
When you get ready to wash Susie’s new 
dress, your own crisp cottons, or yeur 
husband’s sport shirt, you'll know which 
will take hot water, warm water, or must 
be sent to the cleaners. 


Today all ready-made garments 
have a tag that identifies fibers in the 
amount of 5 percent or more. This 
will make it possible for you to de- 
cide on the care and treatment. 


There is such a variety of fabrics— 
some are soft and silky, yet crease resist- 
ant. They come in a thousand different 
colors, shades, and combinations. There 
are checks, plaids, and solids to meet 
every possible taste and desire. 

The styles are flexible this year, too. 
The full skirts and extra jackets are com- 
fortable for summer wear. If the short 
skirt that looks so well on your neighbor 
isn’t for you, all you have to do is to ad- 
just it to a more attractive length. A 
full length mirror will tell you the truth. 

If you are tall or short, slim or rounded, 
there’s a style, a pattern, and a fabric 
that will fit your figure. How do you know 
what to select? 

Keep in mind that vertical lines tend to 
make one appear taller; large plaids, bold 
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prints, horizontal lines, and fabrics with 
an all-over design or even a definite sheen 
tend to make one look larger. 

If you are short don’t wear horizontal 
stripes. A wide belt of contrasting color 
won’t help the illusion either. 

Color is important, too. Color can pro- 
vide a frame for your face, add luster to 
your hair and eyes. But it can also make 
your silhouette look taller and wider. 

A general rule is that cool colors—the 
greens, blues, violets, and the dark or 
grayed colors—tend to give you the tall- 
er, slimmer look. 

Warm colors—reds, yellows, oranges— 
have a tendency to emphasize size. 

On the other hand your favorite color 
should do something for you. It should 
be stimulating, cheerful, and perhaps give 
you a lift. 

Perhaps it’s just as well to remember 
that stiff bulky fabrics may also emphasize 
your figure while lightweight fabrics 
create an entirely different picture. 

If you are making your own wardrobe 
this spring, select your pattern first. Take 
it with you when you buy your material 
making sure that one fits the other. Re- 
fer to the back of the pattern for find- 
ings necessary for finishing your dress. 
You'll want to buy zippers, buttons, and 
trimmings at the same time

Let rise in a warm place until doubled in bulk, punch down 
and let rise until light again. 

Divide the dough into 4 parts, shape each piece with a rolling 
pin to an oblong shape. Then roll the dough as for jelly roll, 
sealing after each roll. Seal ends and turn under. 

Let the loaves rise until double then bake in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees) for 45 to 60 minutes. 

Remove the loaves from the pans and butter the top while 
still hot. 

Betty says that when she makes the bread she sets the pan 
of dough over the burner where the oven vents out. Then she 
turns the oven on “warm.” This gives an even heat. It takes 
about 2 hours for the dough to double and about 45 minutes to 
an hour for it to double the second time. “But” she adds, “‘what- 
ever I do the recipe seems to turn out good bread.”

Flies in lowa 


By HAL JOHNSON 


F LONG-RANGE weather forecasters know what they’re talking about, 
Iowa is in for another moist summer. Put such a summer in terms of flies 
and it adds up to one thing: Headaches for the farmer. 
Moisture is the prime ingredient for population explosions of every major 
fly pest in the state, with exception of hornflies, according to lowa State 


University entomologist Harold Gunderson. 


Take last summer for example. Rainfall was adequate, even over-abundant 
in some parts of Iowa. The result? Hornfly and stablefly populations were 
about normal, but house flies, face flies, and mosquitoes had a heyday. 
They swarmed over feedlots, equipment, farm buildings, and cattle in record 
numbers—contaminating feed, tickling, biting, sucking blood, and spreading 
disease. The same thing can easily happen in 1961. 


“If heavy fly populations are likely 
this summer, the sensible thing for 
lowa farmers to do is get prepared 
for battle,” Gunderson warns. 


In order of their appearance during the 
fly season, the six major fly troublemak- 
ers are: 

(1) Hornflies — Small black flies that 
usually appear around May 1. They pre- 
fer the heads and backs of cattle where 
they suck blood. Eggs are laid in fresh 
cattle droppings and hornflies don’t care 
if the weather is dry, since their moisture 
supply is provided by the cattle them- 
selves. May produce 6 to 10 generations 
a year. 

(2) Mosquitoes—Several species annoy 
pastured dairy cows each spring. Popu- 
lations build up in May as soon as rain 
fills ground depressions. They are worst 
during wet periods. 

(3) Face flies — Are very similar to 
house flies. They hibernate in sheltered 
places during the winter and become 
bothersome in May. New in lowa, but 
now known in practically all counties. 
These flies have lapping mouthparts and 
love to cluster around eyes, nostrils, and 
mouths of cattle where they feed on 
mucus. Suspected of carrying pinkeye, 
they cause great annoyance to cattle in 
pastures and feedlots. Face flies lay eggs 
in fresh cattle droppings only. 

(4) House flies—These breed in almost 
any decaying organic matter. They have 
lapping mouthparts and, like face flies, 
probably transmit pinkeye. House flies 
tend to cluster around eyes, nostrils, and 
mouths of cattle and complete their life 
cycle in 8 to 10 days—producing 10 or 
more generations per year. Become both- 
ersome in early June. 

(5) Stable flies — Blood-sucking flies 
about the same size as house flies. They 
breed in decaying organic material, 
especially that containing straw, grass, or 
other vegetable matter. Adults feed on 
the legs and bellies of cattle, horses, and 
hogs. Feed 3 to 10 minutes and then rest 
on buildings, fences, brush, and other 
surfaces. 

(6) Horse flies—Several species may be 
abundant in Iowa in any given year. They 
breed in swampy soil and produce one to 
two generations per year. Adults suck 
blood and cause great irritation to cattle. 
Become abundant usually around the mid- 
dle of July. 
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In unprotected dairy herds, fly attacks 
cause a 10- to 20-percent drop in milk 
production during and after the 120-day 
Iowa fly season (May thru August). IIli- 
nois research indicates that pestered cows 
don’t regain their normal production for 
40 to 50 days after the fly season ends. 

Recent research also shows that, in 
beef herds, an average infestation of 500 
hornflies and 50 to 100 stable flies per 
head will cause the loss of one pint to one 
quart of blood per day per animal. This, 
plus energy loss thru tail swishing, stamp- 
ing and head swinging, takes its toll in 
gain reduction—up to one-half pound per 
day. That means a possible reduction in 
weight gain of 60 pounds per animal over 
the 120-day fly season. 

Also, Gunderson adds, last summer’s 
fly explosion caused the worst outbreak 
of pinkeye in the state’s history. 


Sanitation 


Gunderson says the most important 
factor in controlling stable flies, house 
flies, hornflies and face flies is eliminat- 
ing their breeding places thru excellent 
sanitation. 

Lack of proper sanitation was the 
major reason behind last summer’s fly 
troubles. Spring came late and farmers 
were forced to concentrate on planting 
their crops. Manure piles stayed where 
they were. When hot weather arrived, 
flies boiled out of their breeding spots 
faster than insecticides could kill them. 

To get the jump you need this spring, 
remove and scatter on your fields all 
piles of manure, stack bottoms, weeds, 
cobs, spoiled feed, and manure-soaked 
soil from feedlots. Continue carefu! sani- 
tation all summer long. Remember that 
hornflies and face flies breed only in 
fresh droppings. 


Chemical Treatments 


“Supplement your sanitation measures 
with chemicals and you’ll be able to han- 
dle any fly problem that comes along,” 
Gunderson says. Remember, tho, to start 
chemical control early enough and con- 
tinue it thru September. And match each 
chemical with the job it does best. 

Inside buildings, use a water emulsion 
spray of Diazinon on all surfaces at the 
rate of one gallon per 1,000 square feet. 
Repeat the application every three to four 
weeks. 
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ADULT HORNFLY. He usually shows 
up about May 1; breeds in fresh cat- 
tle manure; sucks blood; and may 
produce up to 10 broods per year. 


Two percent malathion is your best bet 
on the outsides of barn walls, fences, 
bushes, and other fly-resting places. Treat 
here every 3-4 days, since the material 
breaks down rapidly in sunlight. 

Dairy farmers will need to treat their 
cows daily—beginning in May and con- 
tinuing thru September—with a repellant 
containing 0.05 to 0.1 percent pyrethrins, 
0.5 to 1.0 percent piperonyl butoxide plus 
R11, R326, or Tabutrex. Apply oil solu- 
tions or water emulsions as fine sprays 
to each cow’s face, legs, belly, sides, and 
back—preferably at or after the morning 
milking. 

“Automatic sprayers loaded with repel- 
lants will save labor for the dairy farm- 
er,’ Gunderson adds. These are usually 
filled with a concentrate containing 0.5 
to 1.0 percent pyrethrins, 5 to 10 percent 
piperonyl butoxide plus R11, R326, Crag 
Fly Repellant, or Tabutrex. Located at 
the entrance to the dairy barn, the sprayer 
will let cows treat themselves twice daily. 

“The most practical way to treat beef 
cattle for flies is with backrubbers filled 
with toxaphene, DDT, methoxychlor, 
malathion, or Korlan,” Gunderson points 
out. Backrubbers won’t do a good job 
against face flies, however. To control 
all flies on your beef cattle, you’ll have to 
hand spray each animal daily with 
pyrethrins (practical only with show 
stock) or go to an automatic sprayer con- 
taining a pyrethrins concentrate. If you 
use the sprayer setup, locate it at the 
entrance to your feedlot or watering site 
so the cattle will treat themselves several 
times a day. 

If horse flies and mosquitoes are a 
problem on your farm, either drain their 
swampy breeding places or treat the areas 
with malathion. 

“Fly control done right is effective and 
relatively inexpensive,” Gunderson says. 
Backrubbers will treat beef herds all sum- 
mer for 11 cents per head. Spraying dairy 
or beef animals during the fly season will 
cost around $1.50 per head. 

Two weeks’ gain increase by protected 
beef animals or two weeks’ increase in 
milk production by fly-free dairy cows 
will more than pay for either operation.

Separate pastures 
for lambs and ewes

I {Ow LONG has it been since 

you read a book? Over half 
of the Iowa farm people inter- 
viewed by the Wallaces Farmer 
Poll said that it had been a year 
or more since they had read 
any book, other than the Bible. 


Farm people talk and read 
many newspapers and maga- 
zines. But book reading has 
been losing ground. 


Why? One reason is that many 
farm families don’t have access 
to good local libraries. A farm 
family is lucky if its market 
town has a good library willing 
to serve farm people. 

Women read more books than 
men. This may be related to the 
fact that farm women, on the 
average, have had more years 
in school than their husbands.

Older men, those 50 or older, 
read more books than younger 
men. Older women also did more 
book reading than younger ones. 

Is this because older people 
have more time?

One way to make sure a farm- 
er reads a book is to break his 
leg.

A farm woman in Sac county 
also found a hospital stay fur- 
nished a chance to read a book.

more than one source, the total 
adds to more than 100 percent.) 

Best chance for a farm family 
to get books is to have the town- 
ship sign a contract for library 
service with the nearest town 
library. Around 100 farm town- 
ships in Iowa have signed con- 
tracts with their local libraries. 
The township trustees have the 
power to levy a tax of up to one- 
fourth of a mill to finance the 
deal. 


Such a contract permits 
every family in the town- 
ship to borrow books from 
the local library. Informa- 
tion on this program can be 
secured from the flowa 
Traveling Library, Histori- 
eal Building, Des Moines, 
Iowa, 


Some libraries are generous 
enough to let farm families, liv- 
ing outside the taxing district, 
borrow books at a nominal 
charge. Mrs. Craigmile, pictured 
on the facing page says, “I get 
books from the Fort Dodge li- 
brary at a charge of $1.00.” 

Some libraries charge $5 a 
year for a library card. The Des 
Moines library, perhaps more 
realistic as to costs, charges $20. 

Adults in a school district 
with a good school library some- 
time profit from books the old- 
er children bring home. “Our 
oldest children bring a lot of 
books from the school library,” 
said a woman in Sac county. “I 
get to read a few of them.” 

What effect has TV had on 
book reading? A man in Powe- 
shiek county said, “ I never read 
books now that we have TV.” 
A young renter in Dubuque 
county reported, “We do not 
have TV so probably read more 
than most families.” 


A Union county woman 
said, “By the time we read 
the daily papers, the farm 
magazines and watch TV, 
we don’t have time to read 
any books.” 


A mother in Montgomery 
county gave a plausible reason 
for getting behind on book read- 
ing. She has 9 children. “I like 
to read books,” she said, “but 
I just don’t have the time now.”

A study recently com- 
pleted for the American 
Meat Institute shows that 
the majority of the Ameri- 





ean housewives prefer the 
moist ham. 


The study compared hams of 


| 100 percent moisture, 110 per- | 


| cent moisture, and 120 percent 

moisture. (100 percent moisture 
| ham weighs the same as fresh 
| “green” ham.) 

Out of each 10 housewives in 
the study, 5 preferred moist 
| hams. Only three preferred 
| drier hams, and 2 showed no 


| preference. Housewives choos- | 


| ing the moist (110-120 percent) 
| hams showed about equal pref- 
| erence for each. 

The housewives tested pairs 
|of hams in their homes on a 
series of three blind, paired com- 
| parisons. In each case the 
paired hams tested were from 
the same animal. One contained 
lower moisture, the other higher 
moisture. 

A cooking study, reported by 
Rachel Goold, home economist 
for the Rath Packing Company, 
shows the results of recent cook- 
ing tests comparing hams of dif- 
ferent moisture content. 

The study measured ham 
shrink from the time of. wrap- 
ping at the packing plant thru 
cooking.

USDA OFFICIALS say that 

washing eggs in water of com- 
paratively high iron content— 
5 to 10 parts per million—in- 
creases the rate in extent of 
spoilage. Field tests on several 
other farms confirm this recent 
laboratory discovery. 
SCIENTISTS are developing two 

efficient ways to disperse 
granular herbicides and insecti- 
cides by airplane—from the 
wing and from a wing-like at- 
tachment. Research so far in- 
dicates that swaths up to 45-ft. 
wide are easily treated with less 
variation in granular concentra- 
tion than when granules are ap- 
plied from plane with conven- 
tional application equipment. 
BUNKER SILOS sealed with 

plastic covers saved more feed 
and produced better silage in 
tests at the Agricultural Re- 
search Center, Beltsviile, Md. 
Feed from the sealed bunker 
was preferred by dairy cattle 
and they produced more milk 
and lost less weight than cattle 
fed from an unsealed bunker 
silo. Seals used in the study 
were anchored to the surface of 
the silage by covering with 3 
inches of sawdust. 


HITCHING to a plow with neith-

Sell feeder 
pigs or 
fatten them? 


GHOULD I sell pigs as feeders 
or fatten them out? This is 
a question hog men often ask— 
sometimes it pays, sometimes it 
doesn’t. 


Below is a table de- 
veloped by animal scientists 
at the University of Illinois 
that you may use to help 
you make the decision. 


To use the table, you multiply 
the expected market price at 
200 pounds in dollars by the 
relative value for your weight 
pigs. Then, you multiply that 
answer by your pigs weight in 
percent. 

This gives the price at or 
above which you can afford to 
sell pigs. It is the price where 
profits divide about evenly be- 
tween buyer and seller. 

For example, suppose you had 
some 50-pound feeder pigs. You 
expect to get $15 per hundred 
for them at market time. At 
what price can you afford to 
sell them for feeder pigs rather 
than fatten them out? 

First you multiply the market 
price ($15) by the relative value 
for 50 pound feeder pigs (1.7). 
This gives an answer of 25.5. 

Then you multiply that an- 
swer by the weight in percent 
for 50 pound feeder pigs (0.50). 
This gives an answer of 12.70 
which is figured to be $12.70 
per pig. 

Current feeder pig prices may 
be above or below the figured 
price depending on current mar- 
ket. When the corn-hog ratio 
is above 12 to 1 purchasers may 
pay more than the price indi- 
cated. When the ratio is less 
than 12 to 1 they may pay less. 


By using the table as a 
break even price indicator 
you can pretty well tell 
whether to sell or fatten. 


If the current feeder pig 
prices are much below the price 
figured from the table you may 
want to fatten the pigs and take 
a chance or the market. If prices 
are equal or higher than the 
table price you may want to sell 
your pigs. 

This table also can be used as 
an aid in buying pigs. The prices 
derived from the table can give 
an indication whether or not to 
pay the current pig price. 

Buyers do the reverse of the 
producer. When the pig price

At Missouri’s annual Spring | 
Livestock Day, researchers | 


Byron Greiman and J. F. Lasley 
gave this convincing evidence: 
Steer and heifer progeny of 


four bulls of the same breed | 


were fed the same ration and 
were fed to the same final 
weights. Yet average weaning 
weights varied as much as 30 
pounds between the different 
sire groups. And the group that 


gained slowest up to weaning | 
also lagged behind the other | 


groups during fattening. 


The slowest gaining group | 
averaged 1.84 pounds daily feed- | 
lot gain—the high-gaining group | 


averaged 2.02 pounds. 
“Variations in weaning weights 

and rate of gain have a dollar 

implication for both the feeder 


calf producer and the cattle 


feeder,” stressed Greiman. 


He also noted a carcass 
difference among the four 
sire groups. One bull pro- 
duced offspring grading low 
Choice, another sire off- 
spring with average Good 
carcasses. 


The tenderest carcasses came 
from the fastest gaining group. 
The fattest sire group carried 
one-third more fat covering over 
the rib eye than did the leanest 
group. Area of rib eye varied 
11 percent between high and 
low groups. 

Lasley reported on a partially 
completed test of 12 yearling 
bulls. Performance records show 
that the bull that gained the 
fastest also had the best feed 
efficiency and the highest over- 
all index score. 


Here are the figures: Fastest 
gaining bull averaged 3.2 pounds 
gain per day. He made this gain 
on only 459 pounds of total 
digestible nutrients per 100 
pounds gain. 

The slowest gainer put on 2.09 
pounds per day. TDN require- 
ments were 586 pounds per 100 
pounds gain. Bulls were indi- 
vidually self-fed a ration of 
ground alfalfa, cracked shelled 
corn, and soybean meal. In ad- 
dition, some grass hay was fed 
to control bloating. 


“There’s a lot more to the ef- 
ficient production of beef than 
judging an animal on looks 
alone,” emphasized Lasley. 

He reported the bull that 
ranked first on the weaning in- 
dex dropped to third on the 
final index. The bottom index- 
ing bull at weaning time jumped 
all the way up to second. 

Concluded Lasley, ““You’re go- 
ing to have to measure the feed- 
ing performance too, to arrive at 
a fair all-inclusive index.”

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Property taxes 


How are they levied? 
How are they spent? 


post HALF property taxes 
are paid. But many folks still 
wonder how they got so high. 

Let’s take a look at how prop- 
erty taxes are determined. 

First of all, the assessor sets 
a valuation on the property. 
“Equal” properties within a 
county are, in theory, assigned 
equal valuations. But this is 
subject to the ability and hon- 
esty of the assessors. 

Then school boards, township 
trustees, city and town govern- 
ments, county extension coun- 
cils, and other elected groups 
prepare their budgets. 

The budgets go to the county 
auditor who calculates the mill- 
age rate needed to raise the 
revenue. Then he checks to see 
that the rate falls within the 
legal limit. If it does, it be- 
comes the tax rate for each of 
these purposes. 

The county board of super- 
visors control only the tax rate 
for county offices, departments, 
and services. They work from 
budgets submitted by each of- 
ficer or department head. 


So your property taxes 
are determined by local 
elected officials—with one 
exception. A state levy of 
about one-half mill is made 
to cover World War II and 
Korean Conflict bonus bond 
payments. 


Neither your county auditor 
nor your county treasurer sets 
property tax rates. But they 
can supply you with a printed 
breakdown of the levies for the 
various funds. 

About 55 percent of the prop- 
erty taxes paid by lowans in 
1960 went for schools. We'll 
look at that in a later article. 
But for now, let’s look at the 
other levies on rural property. 

Most of the levies and the 
maximum millage allowed by 
state law are listed below. 
Actual levy in many counties is 
below the maximum. 

General county fund: Not to exceed 
3% mills (additional two mills 
permitted in 1959 and 1960) 
to cover administration and 
operation of most county of- 
fices. 

Court expense: Where general levy 
is not enough to cover court 
expense, a separate and un- 
limited levy can be made for 
this purpose only. 

Poor: Not to exceed 4% mills for 


support of poor. Includes coun- 
ty home and other relief. 

State institutions: Sufficient to pay 
cost of maintaining county pa- 
tients at mental health insti- 
tutes, tuberculosis sanatorium, 
school for deaf, school for 
blind, state psychopathic hos- 
pital and other state institu- 
tions. 

County mental health: Not to ex- 
ceed % mill for care of men-

tally ill outside of state hospi- 
tal. 


Soldiers’ relief: Not to exceed 1 mill 
for relief for needy veterans. 

Bangs eradication: Not to exceed 
% mill for eradicating brucel- 
losis in cattle. Levy may be 
omitted when board of super- 
visors is so advised by the 
state secretary of agriculture. 

Bovine tuberculosis: Not to exceed 
% mill to pay for eradication 
of tuberculosis in cattle. 

County fair and 4-H clubs: Not to 
exceed % mill for purchasing 
fairgrounds or aiding 4-H club 
work in connection with the 
fair. 

County fairground: Not to exceed 
% mill for maintenance of 
buildings and grounds. 

Bounties: Whatever amount neces- 
sary to pay authorized boun- 
ties on wildlife. 

Aid to Dependent Children: If poor 
fund does not cover this need, 
amount additional can be 
levied subject to limits accord- 
ing to county population. 

Federal social security: Whatever 
amount needed to make social 
security payments for local 
government employees. 

State public employees retirement: 
Whatever amount needed to 
cover payments to state re- 
tirement fund for local gov- 
ernment employees. 

Weed eradication: Not to exceed 
% mill on property outside 
cities or towns for equipment 
and materials and for ex- 
penses of county weed com- 
missioner. 

Secondary road: Three separate 
funds for construction and 
maintenance of secondary 
roads. 

(a) Not to exceed 2% mills on 
all property outside cities or 
towns. 

(b) Not to exceed 8% mills on 
all property outside cities or 
towns. 

(c) Not to exceed % mill on 
all county property. 

Road clearing: Not to exceed % 
mill on property outside cities 
or towns to keep roadsides 
clear of weeds and brush. 

County board of education: What- 
ever amount needed for county 
superintendent of schools and 
expenses of his office. 

County extension: Not to exceed % 
mill and certain dollar limits 
varying with population. 

Other county funds (often unused) 

and maximum millage rates: 

Children’s detention home (% 
mill), county detention hospi- 
tal bonds, detention hospital 
for venereals (%), memorial 
halls (4); library contract 
(1), county library (2), coun- 
ty bonds, water district (3), 
sanitary district (2), flood and 
erosion control (%), county 
conservation (1), voting ma- 
chine (4%), county public hos- 
pitals, county schools (%), 
county orphans (%). 


Townships may levy millage 
for cemetery maintenance, fire 
protection, township hall con- 
struction and maintenance, and 
township library contract. 

Property taxes to support 
local government seem a mat- 
ter of “nickels and dimes” add- 
ing up to a considerable amount. 
But each levy is controlled by 
elected officials who are quick 
to sense any rising tide of public 
opinion.

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What roughage 
for beef cattle? 


CATTLE FEEDERS wonder what 
roughage to feed with high- 
moisture shelled corn. Missouri 
researchers say either corn si- 
lage, ground corn cobs, or mix- 
tures of both are okay. 

At their Spring Livestock Day, 
G. B. Thompson reported, “The 
overall performance of fatten- 
ing cattle, regardless of the type 
of roughage being fed with the 
high moisture corn, was highly 
satisfactory.” 

The cattle weighed 780 pounds 
at the start of the test. They 
were full fed high moisture, 
rolled shelled corn; a 30 percent 
protein supplement; and either 
corn silage, ground corn cobs, or 
mixtures of both. 

Cattle gained 3 pounds per 
day. They made 100 pounds of 
gain on 10 bushels of corn. 
And 38 percent of them pro- 
duced choice carcasses in 112 
days. All rations contained the 
same amount of roughage dry 
matter. 

Cattle fed silage made the 
fastest gains, 3.1 pounds per 
day. Those fed cobs gained slow- 
est, 2.8 pounds per day. But 
feed required per 100 pounds 
gain was similar for all rations.

Written statements can be sent 
to the Administrator, Agricul- 
tural Research Service, USDA, 
Washington 25, D. C. Such state- 
ments will be accepted on or be- 
fore May 22.

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WHAT’S AHEAD 





ALL INDICATIONS point to a sizable increase in soybean 
acreage. What does this mean in terms of prices at harvest 
time? People betting in the futures market with their own 
money are expecting prices at loan level or a little above. 
World politics, of course, could play a big part in the soybean 
market. The futures market anticipates corn prices 10 to 15 
cents under loan level at harvest time. 


* * * 

THE OUTLOOK FOR EGGS gets more gloomy each time 
additional figures are released. For the first 3 months of 
the year, hatch of egg type chicks was up 20 percent. In 
addition, there were 14 percent more eggs in incubators on 
April 1 than on the same date a year ago. This means 
sharply lower egg prices in 1962 unless the trend is reversed. 


- * * 

LAMB PRICES have failed to show the normal spring re- 
covery. Apparently three factors have contributed to this. 
Lambs have been fed to heavier than normal weights, in- 
creasing the tonnage. Slack demand for beef has been re- 
flected into the lamb market. And favorable pasture condi- 
tions in the southwest during the winter has sent many 
spring lambs to market and slaughter much earlier than 
usual. 


* * * 


SOME ADDITIONAL WEAKNESS in the cattle market is 
likely in the next few weeks. USDA’s April 1 report of 
cattle on feed shows a sharp increase in the number of heavy 

cattle (over 1,100 pounds) in feedlots. Cattle 
“ weighing 700 and 900 pounds showed a 6 
; percent reduction from last year. This is 
the group likely to go to market in late 
4 summer or early fall. On this basis, prices 
might move ahead of last year’s level dur- 
ing that period. But of course, recent ad- 
ditions to feedlot numbers and marketings 
of grass cattle could also have an effect 
Al Bull on prices at that time. 


IN SPITE of the likely decline in prices during the next 
few weeks, it seems wise to finish animals for their grade. 
It'll probably pay best to keep them topped out as soon as 
they do reach this condition. 


LOWER PRICES for feeder cattle seem likely by mid- 
summer. This is in line with prospective decline of fat cattle 
values. During the first quarter of the year, feeder prices 
averaged slightly higher than a year earlier. There’s little 
reason to expect them to continue at that level. 


* * * 


LOOK FOR HOG PRICES to start their seasonal rise 
sometime in the next few weeks. They'll work up to a peak, 
probably in July, and then start their seasonal decline. The 
widest difference between 1960 and 1961 prices will prob- 
ably show up in the last quarter of the year.

CORN PRICES in coming months depend largely on amount 
of CCC corn moved into the market. Heavy marketings in 
recent weeks have two purposes. One is to get rid of some 
of the 1959 crop corn which was too wet when it was taken 
over. The other is to encourage compliance with the new 
feed grain program. The secretary of agriculture has con- 
siderable leeway in selling CCC corn. It is largely his de- 
cisions which will determine whether non-support corn next 
fall sells only 10 to 15 cents under loan rate or whether it is 
substantially lower. 

* * * 


THE CERTIFICATE you get for diverted acres under the 
feed grain program can be redeemed for sealed or resealed 
corn on your own farm. You can use all or part of the certifi- 
cate to redeem all or part of your sealed corn. Otherwise 
you would get corn from CCC stocks at a nearby warehouse 
or turn the certificate in for a sight draft (check).
